to form the cloth. 


COTTON MANUFACTURING— CHART 3 “ 


FINISHING MACHINE 


Where cloth is sized, pressed smooth between rolls, and 
finished to a given width. 


DRAWING-IN BY HAND 

The operative draws the warp through drop wires, harness eyes, and reed 
according to plan. 


BLEACHERY 

Where cloth is treated with chemicals to dissolve impurities and whiten the fabric. 


SEWING ROOM 

Where garments, sheets, and other articles are made for consumer use. 


INSPECTION ROOM 


Where cloth is inspected and defects are marked for corrections and for final 

grading. 
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
